The following telegraphic account of a 
train robbery near Tulare was received 
by the H e r a l d yesterday evening : 
San F rancisco, January 21.—A dis­ 
patch from Tulare to the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company gives the following ac­ 
count of the train robbery this m orning: 
W hen the train left Goahen at 4 this 
morning two men jumped on the front 
end of the mail car, without being 
noticed by the train hands. As soon as 
the train was well started they climbed 
over the tender and jumped into the 
cab, instantly presenting revolvers to the 
heads of the engineer and fireman. After 
the train had run about two and a half 
miles in this way,they ordered it stopped. 
Then they compelled the two train 
men to dismount from the engine and 
march toward the rear of the train, cov­ 
ering them with their revolvers and 
shotguns. In pursuance of the orders 
thus enforced, the engineer and fireman 
opened the express car and gave the rob­ 
bers access to the interior. 
Express 
Messenger M innehan was then forced to 
open the treasure boxes and to put all 
the coin into the barley sack held by one 
of the robbers. 
Just as this was completed a man 
walked by on the other side of the ex­ 
press car, and was at once shot by the 
robbers, his head and face being filled 
with buckshot. 
The 
robbers 
then 
marched the engineer and fireman down 
the road half a mile and left them to re­ 
turn to their train. The man shot was a 
tram p stealing a ride. 
H e died a few 
hours after being shot. 
H is name was 
Jonas Christianson. 
One of the robbers was six feet tall 
nnd would weigh about 190 pounds. The 
other was only about five feet seven 
iuebes tall and would weigh 160 pounds. 
They were both dressed in dirty brown 
overalls, duck coats, slouch hats and 
wore roughly-made black masks. 
As soon as the news was received at 
Tulare all the hands along the road were 
notified, and a num ber of men started 
out in pursuit on horseback. 
Special 
Officer Bachelder also started at once 
with another party. I t is believed that 
the m en will be captured. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
Train No. 19, which got into the city 
from the north at 6:25 last evening, 
brought M. T. M innehan, the express 
messenger who was in the car that was 
overhauled by the robbers near Talare. 
He gives the following account of the 
affair: "T he robbers got on the train 
a t Goshen and crawled up>n the tender, 
where they could get a good aim at the 
engineer and fireman in the cab. 
The 
engineer’s name was 8am Depew, but I 
don’t know the name of the fireman. 
The robbers ordered them to stop the 
train and they obeyed, bringing it to a 
halt so gradually that no one was die 
turbed. I noticed that it had stopped 
but suspected nothing nntil the engineer 
and fireman appeared at the door of the 
car and asked me 
to 
open it. 
I 
obeyed 
and 
then 
they 
stepped 
in, 
followed 
immediately 
by 
the 
robbers. 
The latter 
were 
two in 
number, one call and the other of medium 
height. 
They wore long hunting coats 
and had their trousers tucked into their 
boots. 
On their faces were long masks 
made of some kind of black cloth, en­ 
tirely concealing their features. They 
spoke only a few words, but their speech 
showed them to be Americana. 
Each 
carried a shotgun and a revolver. 
After they were inside they informed 
me, in atone of voice that convinced me 
they meant what they said, th at if I did 
not immediately open the box, they 
would shoot the fireman and conductor. 
The two captives believed that they 
m eant what they said, and they begged 
me to comply with the request. There 
seemed to be no way out of it, and I 
obeyed. 
"The whole performance took thirty- 
five minutos. 
The time was 4 :15 in the 
morning. After they had taken what 
they wanted, they ordered us to accom­ 
pany them some distance down the track 
away from the train. As we were leav­ 
ing the train some one was heard moving 
under the car on the other side from 
where we had climbed down. Quick as 
a flash one of the robbers aim ed his gun 
full in the m an’s face and fired. 
After 
we had got some distance from the train 
the robbers left ne, going off in an east­ 
erly direction. 
We returned and found 
the conductor and brakeman searching 
about trying to learn what was the m atter, 
and the fire in the engine nearly out. 
Several of the passengers were up, but 
most of them never knew w hat had hap­ 
pened until morniDg. 
"The m an who was shot crawled back 
to the sleeper. H e was a plainly-dressed 
man, and I never found out w hether he 
was a passenger or a tram p. 
We after­ 
wards learned by telegraph th at he died 
of his wounds.’’ 
The messepger refused to state the 
amount which was taken. 
I t is known, 
however, that the car carried between 
three and four thousand in cash. 
W hen the train reached Tulare a posse 
of officers started out in search of the 
robbers. As soon as the news reached 
the Southern Pacific offices in this city. 
Detective Will Smith was sent north to 
assist in the search. It is supposed th at 
the robbers are members of the same 
gang that executed some fine work of a 
similar character abont a year ago.

objection to this part of the proceedings. 
'The first witness put on was Captain

hated Browne because the Cactus had 
alleged that the Captain is afflicted with 
the disease called tne “ big head." This 
part of the programme was a dead failure, 
for the reason that Knox did not take 
part in the action of the secret body in 
finding an indictment against the artist 
who makes streams run uphill.

A Tilt On Parliamentary 
Practices. 


THE 
CZAR 
OF 
THE HOUSE 


Speaker Reed Will Not Bend to the 
Usages and Cnstoms of Pre­ 
vious Houses. 


(Associated Press Dispatches to the Hskam», 
W a s h in g to n , January 21.— House pro 
ceedings: 
Yesterday, just previous to 
adjournment, Bland moved that the 
House adjourn, and on division the 
Bpeaker declared the motion lost. Bland 
thereupon demanded tellers, and, accord 
inn to the Record this morning, the 
Speaker replied: “There is no provision 
for tellers.” There was no record of this 
fact made in the journal, and this morn 
ing Bland moved to have the journal 
amended accordingly. 
The Speaker 
stated that he had made his reply in an 
interrogative form, and the gentleman 
from Missouri had seemingly acquiesced 
in it. The Chair was informed that such 
details were not inserted in the journal 
The Chair submitted Bland's motion 
to amend the journal, and on division 
declared the motion lost by a vote of 
to 99. 
Bland/lemanded tellers. 
The Speaker inquired whether the gen­ 
tleman from Missouri had discovered any 
ground why tellers should be appointed 
The Chair last night had suggested that 
he would like to have his attention celled 
to any provision regarding tellers, 
Bland said be had demanded tellers 
under the general practice of the 
House. 
The Speaker declined to entertain the 
demand for tellers. 
Bland demanded the veas and nays 
but almost at the same moment aj> 
pealed from the decision of the Chair. 
The Speaker said the appeal came 
rather late, but he would entertain it. 
A long and heated debate then began 
which lasted three hours. 
Mills, from Texas, Breckinridge, of 
Arkansas, Blount, of Georgia, McMillin, 
of Tennessee, and others argued that the 
vote by which tellers was aBked, was an 
much a part of parliamentary law as a 
motion to adjourn. 
Mills said it was the only vote by 
which the House could correct a decision 
of the Speaker, and without this vote the 
Bpeaker became more thau a Czar. 
When the Bpeaker refused to permit the 
House to have tellers to verify his count, 
he simply refused to allow the House to 
say whether his decision (right or wrong) 
should stand. 
Cannon, of Illinois; Bayne, of Penn­ 
sylvania, and others upheld the Chair. 
Carlisle inquired what redress a mem- 
her had against a wrong count by the 
Bpeaker, if he could not have the yeas 
and nays. The House in the absence of 
conventional rules established by itself, 
was to be governed by general parlia­ 
mentary law as modified by the rules 
heretofore prevailing. 
In submitting the appeal to the House, 
the Bpeaker said: “The Chair has been 
unable to see how it is possible for a 
House which has passed out of existence, 
to bind by rules and regulations a House 
which was to come into existence in the 
future. Recent decisions by the Speaker 
have been to the effect that the mles of 
the last House did not become the rules 
of the present House, directly; the Chair 
is unable to see how they can become 
the rules of the present House indirectly. 
If they became by indirection the rules 
of the next House, it would not become 
necessary to re-enact them. The sug­ 
gestion which has been made that the 
matter is un-Jer the exclusive control of 
the Speaker, is at this very moment 
being negatived, because an appeal is 
pending in this case as it has in many 
others/ All decisions from the Chair 
which are made under proper circum­ 
stances and good taith, are subject to re­ 
vision by the majority of the House; con­ 
sequently there is not, and cannot be, 
any arbiirary control of this body against 
its will, and the present occupant of the 
chair has frequently ordered tellers since 
beginning this eession, and is not unwil­ 
ling to do so, but the question has now 
come np as a question of right, and what- 


IN T H E SENATE. 
The Scope off tlia E leven th Cenen 
D licaaied . 
W ashington, January 21. — In the 
Benate today, Blair presented a memo­ 
rial from the Board of Missiona of the 
African 
Methodist - Episcopal 
Zion 
Church of America in favor of the Blair 
Educational bill, and asked to have it 
printed in the Record. Harris objected. 
Blair also presented numerous other 
memorials of the same character, all of 
which were laid on the table. 
The bill adversely reported Jannary 
16th from the Census Committee, to 
ascertain what percentage of the people 
own their farms, the number of farms 
under mortgage and the amount thereof, 
was taken from the calendar in order to 
give Berry, who introduced the bill, an 
opportunity to state the grounds of his 
ppposition to the report, and why the 
bill should be passed. 
Flatt, referring to the statement made 
by Berry as to eastern manufacturers 
loaning money to western and bou them 
farmers at large rates of interest, took 
occaeion to say that the idea that eastern 
manufacturers had accumulated large 
profits and were loaning money to farm­ 
ers, was an entire mistake. 
Berry varied somewhat his original 
statement, and said that trust compa­ 
nies and corporations in New York and 
New England had representatives in all 
the Southern and Western States trying 
to loan money to farmers on farm mort- 
ghges. 
_ 
Hale, Chairman of the Census Com­ 
mittee, stated that there was no hostility 
on the part of the committee to the pro­ 
posed inquiry, but in every suggestion to 
enlarge the scope of the census the com­ 
mittee was confronted with the danger 
of putting in such new work as would 
delay the census, and instead of the 
census being made a clear, distinct and 
swiftly taken one, it would run over 
years and years. The committee was 
desirous to prevent that. Hale stated 
that a great and valuable body of sub­ 
stantial information on the question was 
now being obtained by the Superintend­ 
ent of Census. 
Reagan argued in favor of the bill. 
Vest spoke of the abnormal depression 
of the agricultural interests of the 
country, as evidenced by the fact that 
corn is bringing now to its producers in 
Missouri and Kansas only from 13 to 14 
cents a buBhel and wheat from 40 to 50 
cents, while coal costs them 29 cents a 
bushel. The farming community had 
the conviction that legislation was largely 
responsible for the existing depression. 
He was authorized to make the state­ 
ment that the Superintendent of Census 
had written a letter to his colleague 
(Cockrell) that the census supervisors 
would belong to the Republican party; 
that preference would be given them in 
every instance. Under that state of the 
case who could blame him if he asked 
that Congress should make it mandatory 
on the Superintendent to give the infor­ 
mation which the bill required. He was 
not willing to trust to the discretion or 
judgment of the Superintendent of 
Census a duty which ought to be accu­ 
rately and honestly performed. 
Spooner said he believed Porter emi­ 
nently adapted for the discharge of the 
duties of his position. He went on to 
argue that mortgages were not always a 
signal of distress; they often indicated 
energy and vigor, and an ambition and 
desire to obtain more property.

A Suburban Traiu Crashed Into By 
a Freight—Passengers Killed 
and Maimed.

Omaha, January 21.—By the collision 
of a suburban passenger train and a 
freight on the Belt Line division of the 
Missouri Pacific about 8 o’clock this 
morning within the city limits, William

The suburban train was twenty min­ 
utes late, but had orders to run ahead to 
Omaha. 
The freight train, which had 
orders to follow the pastenger train into 
Omaha, broke in two near Druid 
Hill.

rear portion. The suburban train had 
stopped at a croosing, and was just pull­ 
ing out when the engineer discovered the 
freight train rapidly approaching.

ever the personal wishes of the occupant 
of the chair might be, he was obli _ 
to decide in accordance with what he 
regards the unmistakable parliamentary 
laws of the land. All parliamentary law 
must be made on the supposition that 
the man elected to preside must be an 
honest official, honeBtly performing his 
duty. It has been suggested also that 
the Speaker may, on the question of 
ordering the yeas and nays, miscount, 
and if tellers can be ordered that mis­ 
count may be corrected; but it is neces­ 
sary in order to have tellers to have ont- 
fifth of a quorum demanding them, aud 
under the rules of the laBt House the 
Speaker must count that one fifth. 
Ultimately, therefore, the Speaker is the 
counting officer, and any supposition 
that he would betray his duty is not a 
supposition on which parliamentary law 
is founded or the rules of the last House. 
Finding parliamentary law to be as con­ 
ceived, I take it to be that a division 
may be had whereby the Speaker may 
take the count, first by sound of voice, 
and second by members arising in their 
seats; and that his record may be cor­ 
rected, nnder the constitutional right, by 
yeas and nays. I have been compelled 
to make the decision I have made.”

U eronlm o’t B an d tb be T ra n sfe rre d 
to In d ia n T e rrito ry . 
W a s h in g to n , January 21.—The Presi­ 
dent has sent to the Senate the report 
made by Generals Crook and Howard 
upon the condition of the Apache pris­ 
oners at Mount Vernon barracks, Ala­ 
bama. The President recommends that 
provision be made for locating these In­ 
dians upon lands in Indian Territory, 
and says: “Some of these Indiaas have 
rendered good service to the Govern­ 
ment in the pursuit and capture of the 
murderous band that followed Gerónimo. 
It is a reproach that they should not, in 
our treatment of them, be distinguished 
from the cruel and bloody members of 
the tribe now confined with them.' 
[It will be seen by the Senate regular 
proceedings that, acting on the Presi­ 
dent’s recommendation, the Senate has 
passed a joint-resolntion for the removal 
of these prisoners from Alabama to Fort 
Sill, Indian Territory.] 
TO PROTECT FORESTS. 
The President also sent to the Senate 
a memorial prepared by a committee of 
the American Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science, relating to the 
preservation of forests upon the public 
domain. The President approved the 
sentiments expressed in the memorial 
and recommends tnat legislation be pro­ 
vided to prevent the rapid and needless 
destruction of great areas of timber.

Irvixg M. Scott, of the Union Iron 
Works, of San Francisco, gave some in­ 
teresting facts today before the House 
Committee on Naval AtfairB concerning 
the increased facilities for building war 
veesels at that city. The largest battle 
ships, he said, those of 10,000 or 12,000 
tons, could be built there. For the pro­ 
tection of the inland ports, Scott recom­ 
mended that the Government siDgle- 
turreted monitors be remodeled. If the 
turrets were removed and the vessels 
armed with disappearing guns of heavy 
calibre, they would be thought to give 
very efficient protection.

For some years past there has been a 
remarkable paralysis as respects govern­ 
ment operations at Wilmington harbor. 
This state of things has been singularly 
coincident with the presence of Gov. 
Stanford in the Senate of th e United 
States and of Gen. William Van de ver in 
the United States House of Representa­ 
tives. No sane Angelefio ever expected 
th at the Ventura 
statesman 
would 
ever really interest himself in forward­ 
ing any work for the development 
of any interest of Los Angeles county. 
H e was elected in 1886 through com­ 
binations which embodied jealousies of 
Los Angeles in two adjoining counties 
mod he has since been faithfnl to that tacit 
understanding. 
The H e r a ld has never 
permitted itself to be personally dis­ 
respectful to Gen. Vandever, and it 
looks upon him as a sort of Dándolo of 
Southern California Republican politics, 
bu t the foregoing brief statem ent of the 
case is the true one. Of course, he will 
appear at times to be mindful of our in­ 
terests, but he will tender as the Dead 
Sea apple in every instance. 
Or, to 
vary the simile, about the time we are 
hnnting around for a chunk of bread we 
will be pretty sure to get a hunk of 
something quite as hard as sandstone 
from that quarter. 
W ith Governor Stanford the case was 
supposed to be different. 
Lively hopes 
were entertained of what would be done 
for San Pedro when he got into the 
Senate of the United 8tates. The fact 
is that in his later years the old gentle­ 
m an has become the pink of suavity. 
His manners and speech are emollient 
in the 
highest 
degree, and wonld 
serve as a model for the m ature and 
benignant statesm an; bat it is a peculiar 
fact th at since Governor Stanford has 
been one of the Senators from California 
8an 
Pedro or Wilmington 
harbor— 
whichever yon may choose to call that 
interesting locality—has got nothing but 
fair words. 
Nobody can talk more in­ 
telligently than he of the claims of that 
great uncompleted work of the govern­ 
m ent; and, 
apparently, nobody can 
do less real work for its advance­ 
m ent. 
The why and the wherefore 
of this peculiar condition of things ha? 
not yet been explained to the people of 
L ob Angeles, but the fact remains as 
we have explained it in the foregoing 
brief remarks. 
It is thus decidedly fortunate that 
private enterprise is at work for the de­ 
velopment of Los Angeles, county and 
Southern California, and this enterprise 
is fortunately backed by unlimited cap­ 
ital and exceptional experience in the 
development cf a country ju9t starting 
out on a magical career of growth. 
The 
Messrs. Thompson and Ainsworth, who 
have 
undertaken 
to 
build 
up 
a 
great port at Redondo 
Beach, are 
no spring chickens in the work of build­ 
ing u p new countries. Their careers in 
Oregon and Waehington, at Portland and 
Oakland, and half a score of other nascent 
cities, shows that they know what they 
are about. They propose to give the 
people of Loe Angeles, at Redondo Beach, 
a serviceable port which will do the busi­ 
ness of a city of a quarter of a million 
inhabitants. They have already 
pro­ 
vided us with a wharf which does a busi­ 
ness of three thousand tons m onthly, and 
this will shortly be increased to thirty 
thousand tons. 
W hen occasion calls for 
it, freight landed at Redondo can be 
placed in Los Angeles within two hours 
and a half after the landing of the vessel 
there. 
They have supplemented the 
branch of the Santa Fé road which leads 
down to Redondo by a splendidly equip­ 
ped road of their own. 
They are build­ 
ing at Redondo a seaside hotel which 
will not, when completed, have a supe­ 
rior on the American continent. They 
have the ambition to make Redondo 
Beach the Front street of Los Angeles, 
and it looks as if they will accomplish 
that great work in a rem arkably short 
time. 
Their enterprise is a good one as it 
stands, but ^te great attractiveness and 
strength are not a whit dim inished by 
the fact that it looks very much as if 
Redondo is to be the Pacific Coast ter­ 
minus of the Union Pacific railway, for 
such ia the true character of the Utah 
Central branch which is now stretching 
its arm s oat to Los Angeles. 
The United States government ought 
to complete its great project of creating 
a deep-water harbor at San Pedro. 
The 
most distinguished officers of the United 
States Corps of Engineers are on record 
to the effect that this can be done with 
a comparatively moderate expenditure of 
money. But it is pleasant to know that, 
whether it is done or not, private enter­ 
prise is bnilding op at Redondo Beach a 
harbor which promises to be of not only 
local bat even international utility and 
importance. 
All honor to the Messrs. Thompson 
Mad Ainsworth, who hare had the genius

burner Democracy and the Free Soil 
Democracy throughout the Union, under 
M artin Van Buren, effected the defeat of 
Cass, the Democratic nom inee for Presi­ 
dent, and the election of Gen. Taylor, 
the Whig candidate. The year 1860 
struck the unterrified defenders of the 
Constitution as she was “ wrote” in an­ 
other disgruntled frame of mind, and the 
result was that the grand old party pre 
ferred to dissipate its 
strength and 
divide it between Douglass, Breckinridge 
and Bell, thus assuring Abraham Lin­ 
coln an easy walkover. 
After Democratic 
dissensions there 
have always been Democratic love feasts 
The long estranged brethren get together 
recognize the common bond which binds 
them in a brotherhood through a nearly 
identical interpretation of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United 9:ates, and the inten­ 
sity of their affection is a sigtit to edify 
gods and men.

Some

ago Terry, who was the 
Tax Asses­ 
sor 
for 
Fort 
Bend 
county, 
and 
a m em ber of what is known as the Wood­ 
pecker party, had a difficulty with three 
Gibson boys, all members of the Jaybird 
pirty. Five week? later Terry m et one 
of the Gibson brothers iu W harton and 
killed him. 
When the case came up for 
trial, Terry got a change of venae to Gal 
veston county. Judge Parker, indicted 
for m urder in Fort Bend county, also 
secured achanga of venue to this county, 
and 
the 
cases 
were 
sot 
down 
for today, 
and 
the 
witnesses 
for 
both the prosecution and defense brought 
to this city a large number of the adher­ 
ents of the Jaybird and Woodpecker 
factions. 
About 10 a. m. Kyle Terry, bis brother 
Captain David Terry, of California, 
Judge Parker, Judge Weston, Dr. Gale 
and some others entered the front door 
of the court house. Terry turned to the 
left towards the stairway, and had just 
reached the second step, when a shot 
was fired. 
It struck him under the right 
arm 
and 
came 
out 
of 
the 
left 
breast, and literally tore hie heart 
to 
pieces. 
There was a moment’s 
lull, and then four or five shots were 
fired from different directions. 
One 
passed through the arm of 
Judge 
WeBtou, of Fort Bend county, and an­ 
other through the leg of Henry Little, a 
Galvestonian. 
Eye-witnesses say the 
men who did the shooting were Val 
Gibson, who killed Terry, and whose 
brother Terry had kil.ed in Wharton 
Dau Ragsdale and young Mitchell, all 
from Fort Bend county and all Jaybirds. 
Immediately after the shooting six ar­ 
rests were made, the principal one that 
of Val Gibson, who fired ihe first and 
only fatal shot. 
He is a young man 
about 25 years old, and treats the matter 
coolly. 
Gibson is tbe oldest man in the

A LETTER FROM MR. BLAINE. 


Confidence Placed in the U ltim ate 
Completion of the Nicarngrna 
Canal. 


Associated Fresi Dispatches to the H k rali: 


S a n F r a n c is c o , January 21.—At tho 
annual meeting cf the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce today, the retiring President, Mr. 
Rankin, submitted his report for tbe 
past year. The report, after stating that 
the ultimata completion of the Nicara­ 
gua canal sesmed to be beyond doubt, 
and referring to the great consequent 
benefits to this Coast, speaks of the fish­ 
ing arAl navigation interests in the North 
Pacific, which, if properly developed, 
would give employment to m any men 
and boys now becoming criminals in San 
Francisco. 
The President also stated 
that commercial enterprise seemed want­ 
ing in this city. The m erchants had 
failed to take advantage of foreign trade, 
especially that with Mexico and Central 
America. 
The incoming President, ex-Governor 
Perkins, then spoke of the bright future 
of California and the Pacific Coast. 
A resolution was adopted, urging an 
increased appropriation for the improve­ 
ment of the Columbia river. 
A letter from Secretary Blaine, upon 
tbe importance of interoceanic communi­ 
cation via the Nicaragua canal, and ex 
pressing tbe belief that it would be com­ 
pleted, was read, as were also letters from 
President Soto, of Costa Rico, to the 
same effect. 
The following was also 
adopted: 
“ R esolved, That while we are striding 
to protect our Pacific shores from the 
advent of the undesirable immigration 
of Chinese, we urge our eastern fellow- 
citizens to pursue the same policy on the 
shores of the Atlantic.” 
Following is a portion of Mr. Blaine’s 
letter: 
“ The importance of interoceanic 
communication to the interests of the 
Government and the people of the 
United StateB baa been carefully com 
piehended, and this Government haa 
heretofore had occasion to express its 
concern th at an amicable adjustm ent of 
the pending questions between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica m ight be reached, with 
the friendly aid of the United States, if 
desired by both parties. 
Our latest ad­ 
vices indicate a gratifying agreement 
upon a course of action which perm its 
the continuance of the operations on the 
caual, and it is not doubted th at any re­ 
maining questions will yield to just and 
honorable modes of settlem ent.” 
A memorial of the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce of Los Angeles, regarding the tax 
on fruit spirits used iu fortifying native 
wine, was read and tbe report of the 
committee to which it had been referred. 
The committee took strong grounds in 
favor of the equitable 
treatm ent 
of 
American winemakers. 
At the meeting of the State Board of 
Trade today, W. H . Mills gave notice 
that at the next meeting of the board he 
would introduce a memorial to Congress 
to devote the proceeds of the sale of all 
public lands in California to investm ent 
in irrigation district bonds, of districts 
organized under the W right law, the 
bonds to pay interest to the Government 
the same as to capitalists in ordinary 
cases. 
Mills explained that in this way 
the proceeds of the sale of land in Cali­ 
fornia could reclaim the arid land with 
out loss to the Government.

There are many reasons why the 
fntore progresa of this section is an 
assured fact which no combination of 
circumstances can shake. The richness 
of the soil, and the great variety of its 
products, which must always sell at 
remarkably high prices, form one of tbe 
chains of influences which m ust tend in 
great force to the end proposed. 
But 
passing this by for the present, the in­ 
fluence of the climate on health is the 
most powerful m agnet of all in the 
attraction of new population to Los An­ 
geles. Ono might take up the branch 
of the great subject which would treat of 
the comfort attending living in such a 
genial climate, and show that this, to­ 
gether with the lessened exjiense of a 
residence here as an incident of the 
climate, would draw rich 
and poor 
sick and well to our shores. But that too 
will be passed over here, and the effect 
of the climate on the eick be the one 
branch of the manifold topic touched on. 
And to do this a m an whom a H e r a l d 
reporter met Monday morning shall be 
allowed to tell his story. The reporter 
was walking into the city from Tropico, 
and when the Southern Pacific bridge 
over the river was reached a work train 
had possession of it, and a freight was 
waiting 
to 
cross, 
so 
that 
for 
a 
pedestrian 
to 
get 
over 
the 
stream by that means meant a long wait 
At this moment a gentleman drove np 
who kindly took the “ tram p” in his 
wagon and carried him over the Arroyo 
Seco, and then into the city. 
On the 
way in he told something of his experi 
ence in California. 
It was in substance 
like th is: 
Well, yes; there are a good many 
people about Tropico and Glendale who 
are suffering from colds. But I regard 
th at part of the section as very healthful. 
But for that matter all parts of Southern 
California, and nearly all of the Sta’e 
tbat I know anything of, are so. 
We 
came here seven years ago, from Ohio 
We came because my wife was suffering 
very much with bronchitis, and could not 
live much longer in tbe East. From the 
time she came here she began to get bet­ 
ter, and after two years you would not 
know she ever had been sick. 
Then there is a neighbor of ours who 
came out from Kansas about five years 
ago. 
He was nearly dead with asthma. 
I said to him soon after hie arrival that 
in a year he would be at work at his 
trade. 
But, 
disheartened 
from 
long 
suffering, 
he 
said 
he 
did 
not expect ever to be able to work again, 
that he had come to California merely to 
leseen hie suffering and to prolong life a 
little. 
Now that man is as well as any 
one, and works out of doors at ail seasons 
of the year at his trade of carpeater. 
Now this eulogist of the climate pro­ 
ceeded to explain that here were four 
people who weie all the time writing let­ 
ters back to two Slates urging all their 
friends to come here. 
He stated that 
they had already induced a great many 
to come, some of whom were here per­ 
manently, and others bad bought town 
lots or small farms which they would 
improve and live on as soon as they 
could sell out at the 
East. 
Many 
had hoped to come this year, but 
doll times at home made it impossible to 
sell anything back East. Just as soon 
ae things brighten up there, there will be 
a great rush out here. 
But the admirer of the “ glorious” 
went on to sav that it was through what 
he had heard of California when he was 
a young man that induced him to come. 
When gold was first discovered some­ 
thing like a score of his relatives, all 
young men, left Ohio and came to this 
State. 
They all wrote back glowing ac 
counts of the climate. 
In 1354 one of 
them returned with quite a fortune, 
bought a fine farm and settled down 
among his people to stay. The winter 
of 1855 6 at the East wae one of unnsnal 
■everity. The snow fell eo deep it cov­ 
ered thefencee, and the froBt was terrific. 
The returned gold-seeker stood this for a 
while, and then in disgust made his fine 
fann over to an agent with inetrnctions 
to sell it as soon as possible, while he 
fled incontinently to New York to get the 
first steamer for Panama in order to re­ 
turn to California. 
He said as he bade 
good bye to friends that he would not live 
in Ohio for half the State, and he never 
again returned across the mountains, 
but is still in California. 
These stories have been told eo often 
they become trite, but one is disposed 
to forget them in this long spell of cold 
th at ie disgusting all who dwell even 
here. 
This influence of the climate will 
fill every available spot of land in this 
State, and will make property worth as 
much per foot as Kansas prairie lands 
are worth per acre.

CHINESE NEW~YEAS. 


T h e C e le b r a tio n « r e n te s G r e a t H i ­ 
l a r i t y l a C h l a a t o w n . 
On Sunday last the inhabitants of 
Chinatown were unusually busy in pre­ 
paring for the festivities customary with 
the race on the occasion of their New 
Year’s celebration, an event of much 
importance to the Mongolian. 
In the 
first place a custom prevails, which has 
been handed down from generation to 
generation, and which is most scrupu­ 
lously observed among the Mongolians. 
It is tbat all debts must be equared up 
the last day of the year, eo that the New 
Year may be commenced clear of in­ 
cumbrances. This preliminary equaring- 
up having been completed, every heathen 
has money wherewith to enjoy himself, 
and a store of goo < things is laid in for 
the benefit of friends and good spirits. 
W ith a view of driving off the evil spirits 
a supply of bombs, crackers and other 
detonating fireworks ie purchased, and 
»t intervals these noisy scarecrows are 
discharged. 
At an early hour Monday morning the 
Chinese population attired itself in holi­ 
day costume, and after spending the 
morning in devotional exercises, public 
and private, gave itself np to a thorough 
enjoyment of the season. 
Monday night 
Chinatown presented a very picturesque 
appearance, as beautiful lanterns were 
suspended from every available point, 
and its alleys and streets were crowded 
with Mongolians 
in 
rich 
costumes. 
Crackers, bombs and pyrotechnical dis­ 
plays under foot and over head lent a 
species of excitement to the scene, and 
fun reigned everywhere. A large num ­ 
ber of people visired the region eet apart 
for the Mongolians, and the heathene re­ 
ceived them with m arksd 
attention, 
those who could speak English volun­ 
teering in many instances to show pat­ 
ties around their quarters, and insisting 
on extending little courtesies in the 
shape of email prepents. Tüese interest­ 
ing ceremonies will continue for ten days, 
during which work is practically forgot­ 
ten in the excitement and enjoyment of 
the season’s festivities.
